Nisner noted that to his knoxiledge a 
copy of the above report had not been received by CIA; (2) the I-iiddle Sast 
paper had been approved, which approval would increase the load on our 
political and psychological warfare activities; (3) the Joint Chiefs were 
not too happy over the request that a token force be sent t o the Mddle tart; 
(h) the Formosa paper had been signed and sent to I

Wisner also noted that (1) State was against 
any such publicity; (2) the Joint Chiefs wished to discuss this matter 
iJTconnection with (1) above, the Director stated that he saw 

the need of State Department approval and asked Hr. Wisner to give him a snort 
memorandum on this matter, which he would use as a basis for discussion at 
today' s PSB luncheon.
